Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
racords would reasonably be found. The CRS ts an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
Standard search policy ts a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless specifically requested, a standard search does not 
include a search for reference entity records, administrative records of previous FOIPA requests, or civil litigation files.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FB! creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended im 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure ts prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a8MA)i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CIS) Division provides 
identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as 8 criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the samme as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a Bsting of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service.

This investigation was conducted at the

Informant advised that he was formerlyL sid b7D 

Coin the Marks Company and had been acquainted with 

Chip" LOCKWOOD during his entire period of assoclation 
with that firm. He stated that while with the Marks Company, 
LOCKWOOD had been an :Electronics Specialist and had handled 

the analysis and sales for such accounts as International 
Business Machines and North: American Aviation. He stated 
that Mr. LOCKWOOD is a brilliant mathematician and had 
been a very fine analyst. 


Informant went on to state that his assocLlation 
with LOCKWOOD had been chiefly on a business basis and 
added that he had met Mrs. LOCKWOOD on only two or three 
occasions. He understands that she was employed at the 
‘Carnegie Endowment for International Peace and had written 

. .geveral books for the Endoiment. He went on to state 
that he has had no reason ‘of his own personal lmowledge 
to question the loyalty of Mr. LOCKWOOD. He stated that 
‘Mr. LOCKWOOD definitely indulges too heavily in the use 
of liquor and added':that he considers him to be a 
psychopathic liar. Informant advised that in business 
matters Mr. LOCKWOOD had made several statements upon 
which major business decisions had been made .and which 
were later found to be untrue and had cost the company a 
considerable amount of money, ' 


He went on ‘to state that on one occasion in 
his presence, Mr. LOCKWOOD had brought up the matter of 
ALGER HISS and at ‘that time claimed to be a friend of his. 
He said that had it been known at the time of his employment 
that LOCKWOOD had been involved in ‘the HISS defense he 
undoubtedly would not have been employed by the Marks firm, 
He said that in conversations with LOCKWOOD he had learned 
that Mrs. LOCKWOOD had also been friendly with HISS and had 
been active in his defense. He said that at one time LOCKWOOD 
had made the statement that he had been disowned by his 
father because of his activities on behalf of ALGER HISS.

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Informant went on to say that as far as his 
personal habits were concerned, he considered Mr. LOCKWOOD 


to be a sloppy individual with no idea of personal cleanliness. 


He sald that oftentimes LOCKWOOD's business practices while 
with the Marks Company had been questionable and that 

he knows that LOCKWOOD is persona-non-grata in several 

major business firms in London, England. He stated that his 
work as an analyst was not reliable. He amplified this 
latter statement by stating that when Mr. LOCKWOOD came to 
the Marks firm as an analyst, he exhibited a brilliance 

in mathematics and analysis and his reports were excellent. 
He said that it later developed that on several occasions 
LOCKWOOD had notactually contacted the firms concerning 

‘whom he wrote reports, oftentimes there being a matter of 
years between contacts, and had merely written reports on a 
guesswork basis. He said that in the final analysis, he 
considers "Chip" LOCKWOOD to be very immature. He feels that 
Mr. LOCKWOOD may be seeking a position with the United States 
in order to obtain free travel to look after his outside 
business interests overseas and that he believes because of 
his business interests overseas, there may be a conflict with 
his official duties. He believes that Mr. LOCKWOOD had a 
financial interest in a steel mill in India and in another 
concern in Italy. 


Informant stated that as an instance of immaturity 
on the part of Mr. LOCKWOOD, he recalls that he always 
carried a switchblade knife. He concluded by stating that 
he wanted to emphasize the fact that he has had no reason 
to ever question the loyalty of Mr. LOCKWOOD to the United 
States but stated that because of the unknown relationship 
with ALGER HISS and his reasons for defending HISS, he does 
not believe ‘that he could recommend LOCKWOOD for a position 
of interest to the United States.

_ fhe following information was obtained froma 
former close business associate of MANICE de FOREST LOCKWOOD, 
New York T-2,who advised that he had been acquainted with 
him during his entire period with the Marks firn: 


Informant said that LOCKWOOD had joined the firm 

He was 
generally considered to be a mathematical -and electronic 
genius, and based upon his fine work in January, 1956, had 
been made a full partner in the firm. He said that it 

had been felt that Mr. LOCKWOOD did not devote sufficient 

of his time to business, oftentimes accompanying his wife on 
her trips on behalf of the ‘Carnegie Endownent for International 
Peace and being away for several months at a time. He also 
advised that it later developed that on several occasions 
the stock analysis made by 'LOCKWOOD had been poor figments 

of imagination and on at least one occasion these false 
analyses had resulted in a considerable amount of loss to 

‘the firm. He said that in his oym opinion, Mr. LOCKWOOD's 
pusiness practites had sometimes been on the “shady side" 

while working for the Marks Company. 


_ UZnformant considers LOCKWOOD to be ‘very immature 
and to drink too heavily. He said that he, of his ow 
Jmowledge, has never had the slightest reason to question 
Mr. LOCKWOOD's loyalty to the United States or the 
principles of democracy. He said, however, that it had been 
‘well known along ‘Wall Street, both from the newspapers and 
through rumor, that LOCKWOOD had been deeply involved in. 
‘the court trials of ALGER HISS and had been a defender of 
his. He said that LOCKWOOD had never mentioned HISS in 
his presence and had never'made any statements which could 
in any way ‘be construed as disloyal. ‘Informant concluded

ALGER HISS, a former employee of the 
United States State Dopartment, was 
indicted on December 15, 1948, by a 
Special Grand Jury, United states District 
Court, Southern District of New York, on 
two counts of perjury arising out of his 
testimony that he had not turned over 
State Department documenta to WHIPTAKER 
CHAMBERS, a self-confcased Communist 
Party member and csplonage agent, and had 
had no contact with CHAMBERS subasacquent 
to January 1, 1937. ALGER HISS was con- 
victed on both counts on January 21, 1950 
and was sentenced to five years imprisonment 
en January 25, 1956,

He, COLIN went on to state that he would definitely 
consider the applicant to be a “controversial character", 
He stated that he could not elaborate on this description, 
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He said that in all his personal contacts wit: bets Mr. 
and Mrs. LOCKWOOD nelther ever displayed any proeconmunist 
leanings but that o:: the contrary all of their connents 
were definitely anti-communist., He stated that 16 was 
comme: in.owledge on Wall Street that the applicant aad 
been involved in the defense of ALGER HISS, He stated 
that he has a vague recollection that either Mr, or Mra. 
LOCKWOOD had been at school with ALGER HIS8, He stated 
that the matter of ALGER HISS8 had never arisen 1: any of 
his discussions with the LOOKWOODs. Mr. COLI! concluded 
by stating that although he has had no reason to question 

the character or the loyalty of Mr. LOCKWOOD, he feels 
that because of his own lack of knowledge of the extent. 
of the involvement of the LOCKWYOODs with ALGER HISS, he 
would hesitate to recommend him for a position of interest

the analysis and sales for gush aecounts as I:utermational 
Buginess Machines and North American Aviation. He stated 
that Mr, LOCKWOOD is a brilliant mathematiolan and had 
been a very fine analyst. 


Informant went on to atate that his asaoclation 
with LOCKWOOD had been chiefly on a business basis and 
added that he had met Mra, LOCKWOOD on only two or three 
eceagions. He understanda that she was employed at the 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace and had written . 
several books for the Endowment. He went on to state 
that he has had no reason of his own personal knowledge 
to question the loyalty of Mr. LOCKWOOD, He stated that 
Mr. LOCKWOOD definitely indulges too heavily in the use 
of liquor and added that he considers him to be a 
paychopathic liar. Informant advised that in business 
matters Mr. LOCKWOOD had made several statements upon 
whieh major business decisions had been made and which 
were later found to be untrue and had coat the company a 
considerable amount of money. 


He went on to state that on one occasion in 
hig presence, Mr. LOCKWOOD had brought up the matter of 
ALGER HISS and at that time claimed to be a friend of his. 
He said that had it been known at the time of his employment 
that LOCKWOOD had been involved in the HISS defenge he 
undoubtedly would not have been omployed by the Marks firm. 
He sald that in conversations with LOCKWOOD he had learned 
that Mra. LOCKWOOD had also been friendly with HISS and had 
been active in his defense. He sald that at one time LOCKWOOD 
had made the statement that he had been disowned by his 
father because of his activitics on behalf of ALGER HISS,

guessverk basia. He said that in the final analysis, he 
considers “Chip” LOCKWOOD to be very immature, He feela that 
Mr. LOCKWOOD may be seelclng a position with the tnited States 
in order to obtain free travel to look after his sutside 
business interests overseas and that he believes because of 
his business interests overseas, there may be a conflict with 
hia official duties. He believes that Mr. LOCKWOOD had a 
financial interest in a steel mill in India and in another 
concern in Italy. 


. Informant stated that as an instanee of immaturity 
on the part of Mr, LOCKWOOD, he resalls that ne always .

he wanted to emphasize the fact that he has had no reason 
to ever question the loyalty of My.
